A PENSIONER plucked to safe¬ 
ty after falling into the icy waters 
of the River Stort Navigation said 
the teenager who rescued him 
saved his life. 

Stan Cook (85) thought he would 
drown after stumbling into the water¬ 
way near Harlow Mill on Tuesday. 

But as he began to sink to the bottom, 
15-year-old schoolboy Christopher 
Ashworth jumped in and dragged him to 
safety 

‘T'm sure if it hadn’t been for 
Christopher jumping in and the people on 
the bank who helped him, I would have 
been dead,” said Mr Cook, of The Hoo, 
Harlow “I’m so lucky and I’ll never forget 
it.” 

The former London cabbie had been on 
a day’s fishing trip with Christopher when 
the accident happened. 

Mr Cook, who is a friend of 
Christopher's family, said: “We had been 
there a while and I’d had no bites so I 
decided to move along a bit. I sat in the

chair but then when I tried to get up to 
pick up my mug of tea I just slipped into 
the water. 

“I had lots of clothes on because it was 
such a cold day and the weight of them 
took me right down to the bottom. I just 
thought ‘that’s it’.” 

Christopher, of High Wych Road, said 
he didn’t think before diving in, despite 
the fact he is not a strong swimmer. 

“As soon as I realised I kicked off my 
shoes and coat and jumped in,” he told the 
Star. “He was so heavy and was flapping 
around; at first I didn’t know if I could get 
him out but eventually I managed to drag 


him over to the side.” 

Christopher shouted for some¬ 
one to call an ambulance and was 
then given help lifting Mr Cook 
from the water by onlookers. 

The rescuers wrapped him m 
tablecloths from a nearby restaurant 
and waited for paramedics to arrive 
while Christopher used his fishing net to 
retrieve Mr Cook’s false teeth from the 
canal. 

Paramedic Paul Grimshaw praised 
Christopher’s quick-thinking, adding: 
“His bravery may well have saved Mr 
Cook’s life.”

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Regeneration plan 
leaves residents 
in fear for homes 

PEOPLE living on a Elarlow estate fear 
their homes could be bulldozed as part of 
the town’s regeneration plans. 

Council housing chiefs have written to 
residents of Bishopsfield advising them the 
area has been earmarked for change. It is 
understood they are looking into replace¬ 
ment housing strategies for those affected 
in case the area is demolished. 

Earlier this year council officials dis¬ 
cussed regeneration for the area, including 
the possibility of seeking compulsory pur¬ 
chase orders for ex-council houses. 

At the time joint council leader Tony 
Durcan said there would be “no sacred 
cows” when concerns were raised about the 
plans by Conservative councillors. But now 
some residents fear a decision has already 
been made and their homes will go. 

Bishopsfield Residents’Association sec¬ 
retary Moira Jones said: “The letter caused 
such alarm as we didn’t really know what it 
meant. It seemed to suggest the only way 
the estate could be developed was to knock 
it down and rebuild it. 

“That would mean decanting residents, 
knocking the place down and replacing it 
with cheaper housing which is simple to 
maintain.” 

She added: “All this council talk of 
regeneration is confusing as we, the resi¬ 
dents, don’t think it needs regenerating any¬ 
way.” 

The regeneration plans are highlighted in 
the Harlow Investment and Renewal 
Framework document which states the 
town’s southern corridor, in which 
Bishopsfield is situated, is an area of high 
deprivation. 

A council spokesman said the document 
was only a framework, adding the council 
had not adopted any of its recommenda¬ 
tions. 

“We will be developing plans with the 
residents’ association over the coming 
months and they will be fully involved in 
the process,” he said.

Gifts theft 
heartbreak

A COUPLE who have 
been saving up all year 
for their grandchildren’s 
Christmas presents were 
left heartbroken when 
they were stolen. 

Disabled Murray Hutton 
(61) and his wife Dorothy 
started buying gifts back in 
January in order to spread 
the cost. 

But Mr and Mrs Hutton, of 
Peterswood, Harlow, said they 
felt violated after £400 worth of 
presents for their five grandchil¬ 
dren were taken from an out¬ 
house at their ground-floor 
flat. 

Mr Hutton, a diabetic who 
suffers from osteoarthritis in 
his spine and is mostly con¬ 
fined to a wheelchair, said: 
“I’ll be honest, I was crying 
when I heard everything had 
been stolen. I felt completely 
numb. 

“I’m 61 and never in my 
life have I come across 
someone who would commit 
such a despicable act.” 

The couple had moved the

sacks of clothes, toys and 
games to the secure concrete 
shed while their home was 
being redecorated. But after 
returning from walking their 
dog on Tuesday morning Mrs 
Hutton found the lock 
smashed and presents gone. 

“The thieves must have 
known they were making off 
with children’s gifts,” said 
Mr Hutton. “I just can’t 
imagine why anyone would 
do such a horrendous thing. 

“I realise this may sound a 
bit strong but we feel as 
though we’ve been violated. 


God knows what we would 
have done if they had broken 
into our house.” 

He added: “We’ll have to 
take money from Peter to pay 
Paul but we’ll manage some¬ 
how. There's no way my 
grandkids are going to be left 
without any presents from us 
on Christmas morning.” 

Police say the break-in is 
the latest in a series of thefts 
from sheds and garages. 
Crime reduction officer 
Graham Anthony warned 
people not to store valuable 
items in outbuildings.

SIR, Further to your report of Lord Hanningfield’s 
criticisms of Harlow Council, I was present at the press 
conference when your reporter asked whether criticism 
was aimed at officers of the council as well as councillors. 
Lord Hanningfield’s answer was: “They’re led by the 
councillors or at least they should be.” 

That is absolutely correct. It is the Labour and Liberal 
Democrat coalition that is, or should be, setting the agenda 
for officers to follow. Without such leadership there is no 
direction and that is precisely the situation with Harlow 
Council. 

Last week I had the privilege to attend a ceremony at 
which several council officers received certificates for 21 
years of service to Harlow. Among the tributes read out 
were moving accounts of dedication to duty far above what 
could be expected. This is not uncommon across all 
departments of the council. 

It is also true that, like civil servants, officers can only 
work to the agenda of the administration and in that 
respect this council has been sadly lacking for decades. I 
personally witnessed some of the excesses that almost 
bankrupted the council as Labour abdicated its running 
and budget-setting completely to officers, then blamed 
them for the infamous ‘Shambolic’, ‘Shambolic 2’ and 
‘Ship of Fools’ headlines in the Star. 

You would think Labour would have learned the lesson 

but, while the new influx of officers has been 
very successful in cutting out dead wood 
among employees and curbing old practices, 
there remains a lack of willingness by 
Labour to listen, learn and work with our 
county council colleagues. Instead they rely 
on political stunts and criticism of the county 
council to deflect from their own failings. 
Three out of four of Harlow’s county 
councillors are Labour, yet does anyone ever 
hear them speaking up for Harlow and 
working with the county council for us? 

Does anyone know who they are? Why didn’t 
they have constructive suggestions for an 
alternative venue for The Square? 

Harlow Council is making great strides 
forward but that has been despite poor 
political leadership, not because of it. For 
that we owe the officers our thanks. What we 
now need is some great political leadership, 
not continuing political back-biting, spin and 
distortion of the truth we have been 
witnessing from Labour.

Playing catch up 

SIR, The letter from Robert Halfon (Star, 
October 11) whined a lot about personal 
attacks and called for a real debate on the 
issues. Yet he doesn’t seem to be answering 
any of the questions that have been put to 
him recently. 

It’s simply not credible to blame anyone other 
than the county council for the situation at 
The Square. That council is run by Mr 
Halfon’s Conservative Party so why has it 
taken over six months for him to do 
anything?

As your own editorial 
acknowledged last week, Bill Rammell has 
consistently done the right thing on this issue 
so Tory attacks on him can only be sour 
grapes. 

Now we learn Mr Halfon is finally in favour 
of a northern bypass several years after 
Tories on Harlow Council backed the all¬ 
party idea, but he still won’t say whether this 
means he also supports Harlow North. If he 
doesn’t, how exactly does he propose to fund 
the bypass? 

Could it be he’s jumping on yet another 
bandwagon? After all, a campaign about 
roads in the town is not new. 

I’m happy Mr Halfon wants a debate about 
policy issues but I’d rather he didn’t try and 
pretend that he’s the only one dealing with 
these issues when the reality is he’s just

SIR, It seems either Lord Hanningfield 
or councillor Tracey Chapman have 
acquired satellite navigation and finally 
found their way to Harlow (“You’re the 
worst run town in Essex”, October 18), 
What a shame they chose this 
momentous occasion to simply repeat 
the outrageously inaccurate nonsense 
about The Square that has previously 
come out of County Hall. 

Mrs Chapman has been quoted on a 
couple of occasions insisting The Square 
is a youth club, that licensed bars have 
no place there and that the Square One 
Partnership simply wishes to turn it into 
an adult venue. We need to put the 
record straight. 

It is not a youth club. It doesn’t matter 
how many times Mrs Chapman refers to 
it as such, the simple fact remains it has 
always been an all-ages venue. This is 
not a matter of interpretation; I know 
this as I worked there for 20 years. 

It is not going to be an adults-only 
venue. Some nights attracted a younger 
audience, some an older one but for 
most there was a healthy mixture of 
both. It’s as simple as that. 

Let’s get something else clear, Essex 
County Council is responsible for the 
disastrous policies that have left The 
Square in the dire position it is in now. 
ECC’s mismanagement of this fantastic 
resource has caused many users of the 
centre to turn away from it which, in 
turn, has led to financial issues and the 
inevitable programme of cuts that 
followed. 

The young adults that used to regularly 
attend now find themselves excluded 
through restrictive age policies. So 
where do they go? To the pub, that’s 
where. Who do they take with them? 
Their younger friends not yet of legal 
drinking age but who are, by 
association, excluded unless they choose 
to stay with the even younger users who 
have by default now inherited the earth. 
The truth is The Square, although a 
once excellent community resource with 
2,500 members joining annually, never 
properly fitted in with any of the various 
models of ECC’s youth provision. The 
notion that young people and older, 
more mature, groups do not mix or 
worse are in some way poisonous to each 
other is a myth that has been disproved 
over many years at The Square. 

Its popularity was always a thorn in the 
side of the traditional ping-pong and 
coffee bar brigade and yet it was too 
well protected by that very popularity to 
be easily restructured. Unfortunately, a 


combination of almost annual changes 
of policy from County Hall and a rise of 
the old guard at senior levels has meant 
that The Square has become more and 
more vulnerable. 

Increasingly restrictive practises and 
cuts in funding have eventually brought 
us to the point where morale and 
attendance, have fallen to levels that 
allowed the most recent changes to be 
made. Those changes have not worked. 
The measures have been totally counter¬ 
productive, especially the removal of 
bars selling alcohol. 

On the surface it may seem to make 
sense to say that there is no place for a 
bar in a youth centre (even if it was one) 
and that modern-day ethics are also in 
tune with this idea. But it is basically an 
old, conservative attitude clothed in the 
latest tabloid morality and, just like 
Queen Victoria dressed in a mini skirt, it 
really doesn’t work. 

Young adults are much more responsible 
drinkers than people give them credit 
for. When they are comfortable in their 
environment and are treated with 
respect, they respect the limitations in 
return. This is not some half-baked PC 
theory; it happened at The Square for 
25 years during which time it gained a 
reputation with the local police and 
licensing authorities as a virtually 
trouble-free and very well run 
establishment. 

There is no question among those in the 
front line that the current crisis has 
been brought about by policy decisions 
made by ECC and the hamfisted 
implementation by some of their 
officers. Mrs Chapman’s comments 
pretty much sum up the degree to which 
she has been of any use in resolving this 
situation. After having waited a month 
to meet her we are now told she has 
cancelled without explanation. 

She has treated the whole issue with a 
breathtaking display of arrogant 
indifference and if there is a chink of 
light for the people of Harlow it is that 
ECC’s involvement in The Square will 
cease at the end of their lease in August 
2008. 

The other hope is that the Square One 
Patrtnership is permitted by the 
landlords, Circle Anglia, to keep the 
venue open until the question of 
redevelopment is settled and a new 
home can be found for this unique 
community resource.

DETECTIVES investigating a 
ram raid in Harlow in the 
early hours of Thursday 
believe it may have been car¬ 
ried out by the same gang 
responsible for another which 
took place almost exactly a 
week earlier. 

In both raids - one at the Cine- 
world cinema in the Queensgate 
Centre off Edinburgh Way and the

latest at the Co-op store in Manor 
Hatch - the gang used a stolen 4x4 
vehicle which they abandoned at the 
scene. 

And on both occasions their target 
was a cash machine. 

The smash-and-grab on the Co-op 
store took place at lam. The raiders 
ripped a metal security shutter from the 


store before driving a red Ford Maverick 
through the front of the premises. 

They then tied a rope around the cash 
machine and, using the 4x4, dragged it 
out of the shop. They made their escape 
in a silver Volvo car, leaving behind the 
four-wheel drive Ford. 

The raid followed the same pattern as 
the one carried out at Cineworld seven 
days earlier. On that occasion the gang 
used a stolen Mitsubishi Pajero and fled 
in an Audi estate car. 

Damage caused to the Co-op store 


meant that it was in an unsafe condition 
and it was closed while emergency 
repair work was carried out. 

An Essex Police spokesman said: 
“This is being linked to the earlier ram- 
raid at Cineworld and detectives are 
very keen to hear from anyone who wit¬ 
nessed either incident or has any infor¬ 
mation which could assist the investiga¬ 
tion.”

THE Conservative leader of Essex County 
Council has called for council tax to be 
scrapped. 

Lord Hanningfield branded the system 
unfair and said it needed to be replaced. 

And he has produced a pamphlet in which he 
lists a number of alternatives including local 
business rates, income taxes or sales taxes. 
His comments come after Tory councillors in 
Harlow warned that council tax in the town 
could rise by a further £200 in the next three 
years, taking the average Band D 
household’s bill to over £1,600 a year. 

The average council tax bill in Harlow has 
doubled since 1997. Now Lord Hanningfield 
has said he wants to start a national debate 
on council tax. 

“I feel the public do not like council tax any 
more,” he said. “It has outlived its life and is 
harming the sector. Local government is 
unpopular because of council tax, not 
because of the services provided. 

“It is time to develop a new system which 
must be more buoyant, transparent and 
accountable to local people.” 

But Harlow MP Bill Rammell said that, 
while there may be some merit in council tax 
reform, it was not the main issue. 

“Local people rightly want their taxes to be 
spent effectively and the council tax does 
need to be reformed,” he said, “but council 
tax isn’t the reason for the county’s poor 
service delivery locally. 

“Essex’s wasting of precious funds 
resurfacing a road to nowhere is a recent 
example. How the money was raised was 
irrelevant but how it was spent was critical 
and here the county council failed. 

“It’s about time Essex raised its game instead 
of Lord Hanningfield blaming everything 
and everyone else for problems with county 
services.”

ASBO pensioner 
hurled abuse at

A FOUL-mouthed pensioner who shouted 
abuse at passers-by in Harlow town centre 
has been jailed for six months for breach¬ 
ing an ASBO for the sixth time. 

Edward Freear (69) had been committed 
to Chelmsford Crown Court for sentencing 
after admitting the breach. 

The order was imposed by Harlow mag¬ 
istrates in September 2004 and prohibited 
Freear from using threatening or abusive 
language in public. 

Prosecutor Nicola Crabb said that on 
September 13 Freear used abusive lan¬ 
guage at passers-by in Harlow town centre. 
Police were called and he told officers to 
“f*** off”. 

Verna Vyas, representing Freear, said in 
mitigation he regretted his unpleasant be¬ 
haviour. 

He was living in a shed on farmland near 
Saffron Walden and had spent much of his 
life living off the land. “He wants to reduce 
his alcohol consumption,” she added Miss 
Vyas. 

Judge David Turner told Freear: “You 
have been making a menace of yourself and 
for someone of 69 that is depressing.” 

Firm fined over 
novelty candles 

CANDLES resembling chocolates have 
landed a Harlow firm in hot water. 

Salco Group, of Templefields, was fined 
£1,000 at Chelmsford Crown Court and 
ordered to pay £4,187 costs after being 
prosecuted by Essex Trading Standards. 

The court heard the company imported 
and distributed a novelty product called 
Chocoholic Candles which fell foul of the 
Food Imitations (Safety) Regulations 1989 
prohibiting the sale of manufactured goods 
which are not for human consumption but 
are of an appearance likely to cause people 
to mistake them for food.

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PAH apology to 
abortion mum 


A WOMAN whose pregnancy 
was terminated at Princess 
Alexandra Hospital without 
her consent has received an 
apology almost four years after 
it happened. 

Mother-of-three Teresa Cooper 
(40) had reluctantly agreed to an 
abortion after becoming concerned 
that antibiotics she had taken to 
treat an E-coli infection could have 
harmed the foetus. 

Before the procedure was due to take 
place, however, she changed her mind 


and on the day of the operation in 
November 2003 she attended the 
Harlow hospital with the intention of 
discussing her concerns. 

But instead of answering her ques¬ 
tions, staff led her into theatre and gave 
her a general anaesthetic. When she 
awoke she realised the operation had 
been carried out without her consent. 

In July Ms Cooper, who lives in 
Ongar, received a £27,500 out-of-court 
settlement from the PAH NHS Trust 
after taking legal action. She has now 
received a letter expressing the trust’s 
“sincere apologies” for her treatment. 

“The failure to properly counsel you 


about your pregnancy, confirm consent 
and see you preoperatively despite your 
concern led to unnecessary distress, 
pain and suffering,” said the trust. 

“It is accepted the care you received 
fell below the standard you were enti¬ 
tled to expect and we are truly sorry this 
occurred.” 

Solicitor David Kerry, who repre¬ 
sented Ms Cooper, said the apology was 
not before time. “She was not respected 
as an individual with the tragic result 
that she lost her baby totally unneces¬ 
sarily,” he said. 

A PAH spokesman declined to com¬ 
ment when contacted by the Star.

Code-busting machine still an enigma 


T HANKS to Tye Green Village 
resident Martin Lawn for this 
picture of a meticulously reconstructed 
working replica of a Bombe machine, 
the type used to crack unbreakable Nazi 
Enigma codes during the Second World 
War.

Regime objections 
to Greek bus trips

E arlier this month, 
reader Ken Howlett 
told the story of the 
late Bill ‘Ginger’ Varney, the 
man behind Harlow’s first 
coach operator Biss Bros. 
Among his recollections was the 
advent of the firm’s unique 
regular coach service between 
London and Athens. 

This jogged the memory of Vicarage 
Wood resident Bridget McAlpine 
who, when the service was launched 
in the late 1960s, was a young trainee 
reporter on the Herts & Essex 
Observer in Bishop’s Stortford. 

“I remember being sent to cover 
the reception to launch Biss Bros’ 
cross-continent service to Greece,” 
she told Nostalgia. “It was organised 
by Bill and held at the Greek Tourist 
Board office in Regent Street, where I 
found myself rubbing shoulders with 
experienced travel writers from the 
national papers and all sorts of weird 
and wonderful journos. 

“Among these was a dishevelled, 
twitchy young man who worked for a 
magazine and who proceeded to 
knock back the free Greek plonk with 
gusto. 

“The highlight of the evening - apart 
from the excellent Greek food - was 
the showing of a grainy cine film 


illustrating the Biss Bros trip and we 
all sat there fairly interested and 
entertained. 

“But suddenly this scruffy and by now 
rather drunk young man leapt up and 
denounced the Greek government - 
the fascist colonels were in power at 


that time - and announced that he had 
a friend who was being held by the 
regime and that he thought the whole 
Biss Bros Greek enterprise was a 
disgrace. 

“With that he left and we all carried 
on watching the film - I don’t recall if 


anyone commented on his outburst. I 
think we were all far too polite and 
British to say anything in front of our 
hosts!”

A lthough i’m not one to 
be in a pub before midday, 
for the good of the Star I 
went across to my local at 11am 
sharp on a mission to see if men 
in Harlow are willing to change 
their drinking habits. 

My unscientific straw poll follows research 
which revealed the town’s men are shaving 
a year off their lives through over¬ 
consumption of alcohol - the worst record 
in the east of England. 

After a quick look around the premises - 
the Wiiliam Aylmer in West Gate - I found 
a host of subjects who were willing to go 
on the record to explain why they are not 
bothered about the side effects of an 
alcohol-laced diet. 

“I’m aware of its effects but I think ‘live 
life while you can’,” said Nigel (39), of Ash 
Tree Field, Harlow - a self-proclaimed six- 
pints-a-day man on average. 

“They say it takes a year off your life but 
you could walk out of that door and get 
knocked over by a bus, couldn’t you? I 
don’t think it would bother most people.” 
His views proved to be somewhat expert as 
Jim (42), of The Hides, waded in to admit 
he drinks above the recommended levels of 
3-7 units a day (a unit being roughly half a 
pint). 

“I can get though 6-8 pints a day,” he said. I 
told him his frank admission would class 
him as a ‘hazardous drinker’ - somebody 
who drinks more than the recommended 22 
units a week - but he didn’t seem bothered. 
“They were speaking on the radio the other 


day and they were saying that drinking half 
a bottle of wine a night is bad for you but I 
wouldn’t class that as excessive. It’s what 
you choose to do in your leisure time.” 

Ken (51), of Collins Meadow, said an 
average day would consist of downing up to 
five pints, more if he’s not at work. 

He told me that drink-related illness is like 
cancer - if people are going to get it, 
they’re going to get it. 

“I am 51 and enjoy a drink and I feel well 
for it,” he said. “I have drunk all my life 
and have had no medical problems 
whatsoever.” 

O ne 50-year-old man, who did not 
want to be named, detailed for me 
the toll that a life-time of drinking 
had taken on him. 

The self-proclaimed alcoholic said he had 
been drinking since he was 14. He now 
drinks 15 cans of beer a day and said he has 
tried to kick the habit since he realised he 
had a problem. 

“I would tell anyone who drinks a lot not to 
do it,” he said. “I wish I hadn’t got like this 
but there isn’t the support out there. Places 
don’t want to seem to help alcoholics, they 


just want to help drug addicts because they 
commit more crime.” 

My surprise at learning the town is the 
worst in the region for drink-related lowered 
life expectancy was fast wearing off in the 
face of the blunt reality 
But, undeterred, I went in search of the 
younger drinking generation to see if they 
would change their ways if it meant the 
possibility of getting a whole year of their 
lives back. 

They admitted they drank little in the week 
but tend to binge-drink at the weekends 
-Adam (19), of The Stow, proudly said he 
drinks about 15 pints on a night out while 
Ross (20) also said he likes a beer at the 
weekend but not during the week. 

And when asked if he worried about losing 
a year of life though drink, Ino (26) said 
he’s “never really thought about it”. 

So there we are - despite the warnings and 
the somewhat dubious accolade of being 
named as being most at risk in the region of 
shortening their lives through drink, it 
seems Harlow men - well, those I spoke to 
- are adamant they will drink and to hell 
with the long-term effects. 

Hopefully, one day they won’t have to wish 
for the return of their lost year.

Theft of bike 
lands youth 
behind bars 


A BIKE thief is behind bars 
after a court heard he 
breached a suspended sen¬ 
tence imposed for an unpro¬ 
voked attack. 

Jason Cranch (19), of Collins 
Meadow, Harlow, was given a 
chance last November after 
admitting charges of common 
assault and affray. He was given a 
51-week custodial sentence but 
this was suspended for two 
years.

security cameras stealing a £399 
mountain bike from the Halfords 
store in Howard Way. 

Cranch, who pleaded guilty to a 
charge of theft, admitted he was in 
breach of the previous court order. 

As a result the court activated the 
suspended sentence and Cranch was 
ordered to serve 51 weeks in a young 
offenders institution. He was also 
given a concurrent three-month sen¬ 
tence for stealing the bike. 

Giving details of the assault for 
which Cranch received a suspended 
sentence, prosecutor Carolyn 
Gardiner said Cranch was involved in 
an incident at the Queensgate Centre 
involving two groups of youths. 


Cranch punched one of them, 
challenged him to fight and, when he 
ran off, pursued him and punched 
him again. 

Samantha Leigh, in mitigation, 
said Cranch had not helped himself 
by stealing the bike. 

She said the pre-sentence report 
on him made depressing reading and 
he realised he was facing his first 
custodial sentence. 

Judge David Turner told Cranch: 
“When the suspended sentence was 
passed I have no doubt it was spelled 
out to you the consequences of 
breaching the order. When a court 
makes a suspended sentence order it 
means what it says.”

Night of the 
Great Storm 


TWENTY years ago a violent 
storm hit Britain, leaving a 
trail of devastation in its 
wake. 

The Great Storm of 1987 was 
the worst to hit the country since 
1703. Some 15 million trees 
were flattened, homes were 
destroyed and 18 people died 
It was caused by an unusual 
weather system which created 
winds of up to 10Omph which 
lashed the southern half of the 
UK as well as northern France. 
Some parts of England were in 
complete isolation for days after 
power supplies were cut 
Four or five days prior to the 
disaster, emergency services 
were put on severe weather alert 
after forecasters predicted gusty 
conditions would hit the country. 
But at about midnight on 


October 16 the country began to 
be battered by winds which 
gusted across the western 
coastline. 

The storm then raged across the 
south-east and up as far as the 
Midlands, ripping entire houses 
apart and flattening anything in 
its wake. 

Emergency services struggled to 
cope in the chaos and train lines 
were blocked by falling debris. 
Householders battened down 
the hatches as best they could 
with many seeking shelter in 
community buildings until the 
winds died down. 

The storm eventually passed 
and the clean-up operation 
hastily got under way. The cost 
in financial terms ran into billions 
of pounds, but for many people 
the Great Storm of 1987 
changed their lives forever.

whose personal investigation into 
the life of a Russian teenager who 
dies during childbirth leads her to 
the door of Semyon's suspicious 
Trans-Siberian restaurant. 

The late teenager's diary contains 
shocking revelations about the father 
of the baby and Semyon orders 
Nikolai to put her off the scent while 
he and Kirill plot to murder the tot. 
So far so Shoot ’Em Up, but where 
Cronenberg's film excels is in the 
minutiae, the subtle character 
development and unexpected 
tenderness of what is ostensibly the 
most gratuitously violent film 


released this year. 

Mortenson gives a masterful 
performance as the brooding, ice- 
cold assassin whose conscience 
slowly chips away at the chilling 
detachment he displays during his 
brutal work, while Cassell is 
brilliantly volatile as the desperate, 
egotistical son who can see his 
birthright slipping away. 

Look beyond the superficial brutality 
of some of the most harrowing 
scenes to have ever been passed 
uncut by the BBFC and you will 
unearth a tender pathos to 
Cronenberg's shock-and-awe tactics.

Time to scream and scream again 


THE BRIDES OF DRACULA 

(Showbox Home Entertainment, 12, retail) 

What better way to kick off a Hallowe’en night’s 
mist-shrouded viewing than in the company of 
one of Hammer Films’ classiest vampire movies? 

Despite an opening flashback to Christopher 
Lee’s demise two years earlier in 1958’s The 
Horror Of Dracula, this first sequel featured 
neither the count nor his brides but that didn’t 
prevent director Terence Fisher and screenwriter 
Jimmy Sangster from assembling a minor 
masterpiece whose languid, dreamlike atmosphere 
is punctured by well-staged shocks and twists. 

Peter Cushing returns as Van Helsing, summoned to 
a remote Transylvanian town after teacher Marianne 
(Yvonne Monlaur) takes up a position at a girls’ 
academy and unwittingly releases a contagious, 
evil from dilapidated Castle Meinster. 

It seems Dracula cast his shadow far in his 
gloomy homeland and Van Helsing must work fast V, 
to exterminate a fresh outbreak of vampirism. 

Unlike some of the studio’s later Dracula movies, the 
ideas here are fresh, bold and carried off by Cushing’s 
vigorous, committed performance, the best of a 
commendable cast who, aided by the beautiful art 
direction, help create a dark, enticing fairytale of the 
kind Angela Carter crafts so well.

THE EVIL OF FRANKENSTEIN 

(Showbox Home Entertainment, 12, retail) 

The second DVD premier from Hammer is this less 
well-regarded third entry in its Frankenstein cycle. 
Usually denigrated for throwing away the earlier films’ 
continuity, it’s biggest drawback is the clumsy box¬ 
headed make-up slapped on wrestler Kiwi Kingston 
as the primitive creature, a squandered opportunity 
made possible only by Universal’s rare decision to 
relax copyright on its famous flat-topped make-up. 

Peter Cushing plays the Baron in less vengeful mode 
here, returning penniless to his ancestral home to find 
his first creation preserved in a glacier. Unfortunately, 
its damaged brain requires the control of sleazy 
mesmerist Zoltan (Peter Woodthrope) who compels 
it to stomp bloodily off to serve his own ends. 

In many ways, 1964’s The Evil Of Frankenstein feels 
like an aberration from the series and perhaps that’s 
how it’s best judged - although it rather lazily 
plunders ideas from Universal’s earlier films SZ 
such as the frozen creature, director 
Freddie Francis gives it the ambience - 

of a Mittel European folk tale while 
Cushing graciously gives a 
performance beyond what’s required.

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Star Sport meets Great Britain karting champion Ashley Sutton

R ACER Ashley Sutton 
was glued to the box on 
Sunday evening as his 
hero Lewis Hamilton 
attempted to make history by 
becoming the first rookie to 
win the Formula One World 
Championship. 

And 13-year-old Ashley, from 
Sheering, could well follow in the 
footsteps of the Tewin sensation 
and move into Formula One in the 
future. 


Ashley was left disappointed as 
hero missed out on the world 
by a single point. 

But kart king Ashley has 
not disappopinted with his 
performances on the track this 
season. He captured the Stars of 
Tomorrow title in the summer, a 
championship previously won by 
Hamilton and fellow FI racers David 
Coulthard and Jenson Button. 

It completed an incredible year for the 
super-fast youngster, who also won the 
British Open and the Super 1 British 
Championship competitions against 
boys up to three years older — 
believed to be the first time this 
‘treble’ has been achieved by a 
driver in the same season. 

I had the pleasure of watching 
Ashley in practice at Hoddesdon’s 
Rye House Stadium karting track 
and believe me this kid is incredibly 
fast. 

Ashley, of High Pasture, is now 
preparing for next month’s start of 
the KF3 Winter Series when he 
makes another step-up in class. 

“I would love to achieve what he 
[Hamilton] has achieved,” said ■ 
Ashley. “I would love to meet him. I 
really look up to him.” 

Ashley’s love affair with motor-racing 
began when his father Warren brought 
him a second-hand go-kart for £30 for 
his 6th birthday. 

It could well become his father’s best 
ever investment. Although Warren 
admits: “It’s now costing me 
thousands!” 

“It went from there really, but he 
could not race until he was eight,” 
explained Warren, who runs his own 
carpentry business. “He has just 
always loved cars — and he has the 
talent.” 

Ashley said: “I had always watched 
racing and wanted to take it up as a 
hobby. It’s just so exciting.” 

A year ago he linked up with NJR 
Motor Sport, based in Stanstead 
Abbotts, which built his present kart. 
NJR boss Nick Jest, whose 
grandfather Doug Jest actually built 
the Rye House Stadium in the 1960s, 
is a huge motor-racing fan. 

He believes Ashley has the talent to go 
right to the top. 

In the short-term Ashley will continue 
racing karts to get a similar grounding 
to that which Hamilton had. He will 
then step up to Formula Renault and 
compete in Europe. 

Jest, 33, said: “I tend to only pick 
people who can win. He is very, very 
good. Everyone mentions Formula 
One, but that depends on the budget. 

If we can get the right backing for him 
— but he needs to be in the right 
place at the right time. 

“He has certainly got the talent. He 
did the treble and that has not been 
done before. I have not seen anything 
like him.” 


A new Hamilton 

on the horizon? 


Teams from Britain and beyond have 
been pursuing the prodigious 
youngster, helped no doubt by the 
massive lift that karting has got from 
the success of Hamilton, who also 
began his career at Hoddesdon. 

Warren explained: “We are always 
getting asked to swap teams. There are 
lots of different kart manufacturers, 
most of them are in Italy like 
Marinello. 

“We have been with NJR Motor Sport 
this year — they look after Ashley and 
you have got to go wherever the boy is 
happy.” 

Rye House Stadium allow Ashley to 


practice at the track free of charge, 
while the youngster is also sponsored 
by Oakley which pays for his race 
clothes. 


B ut the team is desperate to find 
more sponsors to help with the 
spiralling costs of karting. “It 
costs £150 for one set of tyres,” 
explained Warren. 

“He has had a lot of help from people. 
Now we just have to get over those 


last few hurdles.” 

Over the last five years Ashley has 
established a fearsome reputation in 
the sport. 

This started with a 5th place in the 
WTP Championship in 2002 in his 
debut season at 8-years-old, soon after 
passing his Arks test — a general 
knowledge exam which has to be 
passed before applying for a racing 
licence. 

He won the Midland Championship 
the following year, attained another 
5th spot in the WTP Championship 
and was 3rd in the prestigious ‘O’ 
Plate competition.

In 2004, 10-year-old Ashley won 
the Midland Championship, was 
3rd in the WTP Championship and 
won the Kartmasters GP Plate. 

It was in 2005 that Ashley got his 
first taste of the Stars of Tomorrow 
Championship — the event which 
made Hamilton famous. He came 
6th here and was 2nd in the 
Midland Championship. 

Last year Ashley competed in the 
British Karting Championship for 
the first time, as well as the Super 1 
■ British Championship. 

Joining a team called Coles Racing 
— where his father filled in as a 
mechanic — he shocked everyone 
by finishing 3rd in the Super 1 series. 
But it has been 2007 when Ashley has 
really made a name for himself in the 
racing fraternity. 

His last race in the Super 1 British 
Championship series took place just 
over a fortnight ago and the pressure 
was certainly on with Ashley joint top 
on the leaderboard. 

He started way back in 22nd, but 
quickly raced up to 9th at the end of 
the first heat. 

The Essex youngster then clinched 3rd 
place in both the second and third 
heats. 

In the final, Ashley finished 4th — 
between his two main rivals — but 
earned enough points to secure the 
British title. 

In terms of kudos, it was the Stars of 
Tomorrow title which he won in July, 
which made the racing world really sit 
up and take notice. 

Competing at a double header in 
Genk, Belgium, Ashley did not just 
win but blew away the rest of the field 
— securing the title by a massive 59 
points — finishing 1 st in all six heats 
and in both finals. 

His achievements have earned him the 
Lewis Hamilton True Grit award 
twice. This is despite the fact that his 
rivals are all at least three years older 
than him! 

His third national title of the year 
came in the ‘O’ Plate contest. Starting 
at the back of the grid in all three 
races he roared to the front to take the 
chequered flag. 

McLaren, Ferrari et al should take 
note. The next Lewis Hamilton is on 
the horizon.

THE shock FA Trophy
